Student  Guidance 


There  are  sixteen  counselors.  Each  student  is  assigned  a  counselor  for 
four  years  according  to  the  course  of  study  he  has  chosen.  For  example, 
a  boy  on  Agricultural  course  is  assigned  to  an  agriculture  teacher, 
Mr.  Hill  or  Mr.  Dalgliesh;  or  a  boy  on  Industrial  Arts  Course  is  assigned 
to  Mr.  Lee,  head  of  this  department.
